The  Ben  Hur  Museum  was  built  by  General  Lew  Wallace  for  use  as  his 
private  library  and  a  quiet  place  where  he  could  write.  The  Civil  War 
General  wrote  one  of  the  world's  most  famous  fictional  works,  Ben  Hur. 
Wallace  designed  and  built  the  structure  in  1896.  The  building  is  a 
National  Historic  Landmark  and  home  to  Wallace's  life  collections.  In 
addition  to  his  acclaim  as  a  celebrated  author,  Wallace  was  an  artist, 
violinist  and  inventor.  Four  acres  of  lovely  grounds  and  the  building 
are  entirely  enclosed  by  a  massive  brick  wall.  The  museum  is  open 
April  1  through  October  31.  Closed  Mondays.

St.  This  beautiful  Greek  Revival  home  has  enjoyed  a  complete 
and  careful  restoration.  Henry  and  his  wife  Joann  built  the  home  in 
1845.  Lane  was  elected  to  the  U.S.  Senate  in  1860  but  his  most  noteworthy  accomplishment  may  be 
his  direct  involvement  with  securing  the  nomination  of  Abraham  Lincoln  for  the  presidency.  Lane  later 
served  as  a  pallbearer  at  Lincoln's  funeral  and  a  lock  of  Lincoln's  hair  is  on  display  at  the  Lane 
Mansion.  Over  ten  rooms  full  of  the  Lanes'  original  furnishings  and  belongings  make  this  historic  home 
an  authentic  example  of  a  pre-Civil  War  dwelling.  The  Lane  Place  is  open  April  1  through  October  31. 
Closed  Mondays. 


The  Old  Jail  Museum,  225  N.  Washing- 
ton St.,  was  built  in  1882  as  the  first  of 
17  rotary  cellblocks  constructed  in  the  Unit- 
ed States.The 
Sheriff's 


attached  to  the  jail  is  now  an  exhibit  area. 
The  museum  is  open  April  1  through  Octo- 
ber 31 .  Closed  Mondays.

Carnegie  Museum  of  Montgomery  County 

The  Carnegie  Museum  of  Montgomery  County  is  housed  in 
Indiana's  first  Carnegie  Library.  Opened  in  1902,  the  building 
served  as  Crawfordsville's  Public  Library  through  2005  when 
the  library  expanded  and  moved  across  the  street.  Currently 
owned  and  operated  by  the  Crawfordsville  District  Public 
Library,  the  purpose  of  the  Carnegie  Museum  is  to  be  an 
interdisciplinary  and  interactive  museum  of  History,  Science 
and  Art.

Rotary  Jail  Museum 


The  Rotary  Jail  Museum,  built  in  1882,  was  the  first  of  nine 
rotary  jails  constructed  in  the  U.S.  and  is  currently  the  only 
rotary  jail  in  operating  condition.  It  is  listed  on  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places  and  the  Historic  American 
Engineering  Record.
